PREACHED DEMOCRACY. 

Bon. Pat. Harrison, one of Mis- 
sissippi s able young congressmen 
addressed tl a voters here last 
Tintrsds) night with a line l f 
good, old time Democratic doc- 
trines, which was enjoyed by 
vats, appreciated by Re* 
publicans ami Independents, lb* 
presented the administrations 
i ii-w of t lie tabor question, the tar- 
iff, the Mexican policy, foreign 
relations, etc, in a most able and 
convincing wanner. He brought 
out .Mr. Hughes' record as Gov- 
ernor Of New York, which is 
■ > rtainly inconsistent with what 

e is preaching today. Candidate 
Hughes, when governor of New 
York, vetoed the two cent rail- 
road hill ami opposed the income 
tax, which makes the rich bear 
their proportional part of the bur- 
den of taxation. He has always 
arrayed himself against the com- 
mon pe« pit; and pandered to the 
rich, and is now receiving his pay 
in heavy campaign contributions 
tr >m swollen fortunes. Harrison 
called attentii n to the fact that 
Mr. Hug] es is now advocating 
an eight-hour work day, but he 
opposes the law recently enacted 
for that purpose by the Demo- 
crats (because the Democrats 
pass e d it) and further that 71 Re- 
publicans in congress voted for the 
act and only fifty-four opposed it. 
He said the Mexican situation 
was rotten when the Demo- 
crats came into power; if 
the Republicans believed in a 
different policy, they had the 
opportunity to do something 
while William Howard Taft was 
at the bat — and didn't do it. Of 
oourse the Democrats have had 
to deal with the European war 
situation exclusively, and it does 
seem, in view of the fact that 
peace has been maintained 
through some trying times, that 
Pres. WiLson should be given cred- 
it for a patriotic and non-politi- 
cal effort in keeping this coun- 
try out of war. Certainly, no A- 
merican citizen wants to see this 
country involved in the world 
war — regardless of his political 
affiliations — but Col. Roosevelt 
franhly admitted that he would 
have jumped right on Germany 
when the Lusitania was tor- 
pedoed if he had been president, 
etc. 

Mr. Harrison analyized all the 
principal issues, and was repeat- 
edly enchored. 

The speaking occurred at the 
Moose Club Rooms and these 
were packed and jammed. Coun- 
ty Judge Stahr, with his 
eloquence and well chosen 
marks, introduced the speaker.

TWO NEGROES LYNCHED 
IN PADUCAH MONDAY. 

Lynched and then the body 
burned was the fate of Brack Ken- 
ic.n, a negro brute from Murray, 
who assaulted Mrs. htta Kose, 
Nvife of George 1). Hose, on the 
I'ool road, south of l'aducah, last 
Friday morning. It was hijrh 
noon Monday when the negro, 
witii rapt tied around his neck, 
was lifted from the earth to 
dangle until his life was snuffed 
out. A mob of fully 5,00U deter- 
mined people had congregated 
by the time the men were prepar- 
ing to mete out justice and make 
him pay the penalty for hi 
crime. 

Another Mgn was given the 
same kind of punishment as Ken 
ley, for his conduct of having 
drawn a gun or spoke abruptly 
fcbom what the mob was prepar- 
ing to do. In other words, he 
got too gay at a time when the 
Waling of the people was not 
in a condition to stand for it. 
He was taken along with Ken- 
ley ami swung to a limb. The 
lynching occurred about three 
miles south of the city on the 
I'ool road at high noon. 

The black brute was arrested 
Monday morning at 2 MO o'- 
clock on South tenth street by 
Policemen Vick and Hryant. He 
was lodged in jail, where he re- 
mained until a party of men sev- 
erai hundred strong stormed the 
jail and got custody of the pris- 
oner. The keys to their cells 
could not be found and a foun- 
dryman was called in to cut the 
steel cage. They took the negro 
immediately to the home of his 
victim, Mrs. Kose, and she quick- 
ly identified the negro as the 
one who had assaulted and out- 
raged her last Friday morning 
at her home. The npgro was 
nade to pay the penalty a short 
diatanee from where the horrible 
and revolting deed was committ- 
ed. Kenley was arrested while 
hiding in a negro woman's house 
0a South Teth street. 

The entire city of l'aducah lias 
been in a nervous state since the 
assault was committed and noth- 
ing had been left undone to lo- 
cate the man guilty of such a 



fiendish crime. The citizens were 
determined that the negro should 
be captured and a quick exam- 
ple would be made of him. The 
hushand of the outraged woman 
is an employe of the Illinois Cen- 
tral shops and the hunt! reds '»f 
men who are employed there have 
been doing all in their power to 
apprehend the brute. As soon 
as they received news of the ne- 
gro's capture, the men dropped 
their working tools and went to 
the county jail where they suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of the 
negro. This sealed the fate of 
Kenley, for with vengeance in | 
every man, they lost no time ii 
dealing out just what the negro 
deserved. 

Thousands of people have vis- 
ited the scene of the double hang- 
ing and burning Monday after- 
noon, but excitement that has pre- 
vailed since last Friday is fly- 
ing down since punishment has 
been given the negro. 

Mrs. Rose's condition has so 
improved that Saturday she was 
removed to her home from River- 
side hospital, where she was car- 
ried after the assault. Her con- 
dition ia not serious.
